CALIFORNIA. 


Coroner** Inquest - Buys C harged w ith 
ihe Murder of Mis* D rell— Violent 
Death*. 
Sax Francisco, December 29th.—The Coroner this 
afternoon held an inquest ou the body of Mias Drell, 
Ihe old lady found strangled in her chamber a few 
days ago, and the jury found a verdict charging 
Henry Bays, who had been arrested on suspicion, 
with the murder. 
The weather is clear this evening, with a light 
west wind. 
The Call will publish to-morrow a statement of 
the deaths in the city during the last six months 
from other than natural caines, which foots up: 
Homicides, 15 ; suicides, 37 ; accidents, 46. It is a 
fact worthy of notice that since January 1.1880, 
there have been 25 homicides and not a single exe­ 
cution. 
C hicken Tlilef K illed. 
Stockton, December 29th.—Michael Sheridan, 
who keeps a chicken ranch near the Five-mile House 
on the lower Sacramento road, caught a stranger in 
the act of robbing his chicken-house at a late hour 
on Tuesday night, and shot him dead. A Coroner’s 
inquest was hel l to-day, anc a verdict of justifiable 
homicide rendered. This morning Sheridan came 
into the city and surrendered himself to the Sheriff. 
His examination is set for to-morrow. 
An U nknow n .Han B un O ver and K illed. 
San Jose. December 29th.- Last night, while the 
freight train from Gilroy was approaching this city, 
an unknown man, supposed to have been a tramp, 
was run over aud killed near Perry’s station, other­ 
wise known as the Fifteen-Mile House. The body 
was brought to this city about half-post 10 o’clock, 
and was so mangled as to be unrecognizable. 
I SECOND DISPATCH.] 
San Jose, December 29th.—This afternoon an in­ 
quest was held on the body of the man who was 
killed by the Southern Pacific freight train at 
Perry’s station last night. As before mentioned, 
his head was smashed beyond recognition, his chest 
crushed and mangled, and both amis broken. All 
that could be learned was that a man partly under 
the influence of liquor, supposed to be an American, 
who was stealing a ride, was put off the train twice. 
It is believed that he got under the car to ride, 
when he fell off and the wheels passed over him. 
The man was súpoos* d to bo *28 or 30 years of 
age. He had dark brown hair, sandy whiskers and 
a light mustache, wore a common business suit of 
very dark brown, and a navy blue undershirt, with 
no overshirt, black felt hat, soft, with high crown, 
considerably worn. A pair of blue overalls were 
worn over his pants. In his pocket was a large 
bandana handkerchief, containing portraits of Han­ 
cock, and English on one side. The jury found that 
his death was accidental.

San* Jose, December *29th.—D. I. K. Rine, who 
claims to be an evangelist aud gospol-temperance 
lecturer of New York, arrived here a few days ago, 
and had the ministers meet this afternoon and con­ 
sider the matter of aiding him in a temperance re­ 
vival, to be onene 1 in this city as soon as it could be 
gotten up. The conference sat down on him, so to 
speak. They asked him for references, and then 
one or two of them stated that lie had been charged 
with certain conduct unbecoming a gentleman in 
Canada, and asked for a reference from there. The 
rerival will consequently be postponed.

It is precisely be­ 
cause it has ceased to have any principles 
or convictions of its own that it always 
fails to carry the country. It has been 
made too apparent that it has no stable 
beliefs in hard money, or free trade, or any 
of the things it once held to, for the 
country to accept any new declarations of 
its views as sincere. If its course during 
■ tuc past twenty years demonstrates any­ 
thing, it is the fact that the party has out­ 
lived its usefulness. No doubt it includes 
political elements which under some form 
will always be found in opposition to the 
e.le»neuts constituting the Republican 
party ; but under the present form those el­ 
ements have ceased to becapableof effective 
^expression. It may be true that in New 
York the Tammany Hall organization has 
destroyed the Democracy, but even if all 
the Tammany Hall elements were dis­ 
persed there wouid be no guarantee against 
heir reunion in..-seme equally formidable 
ape. Th^Oen.ocracy is paralyzed by Ig- 
\oce at the bottom and Deuiag"gism 
and Dishonesty at the top. The dcmagog- 
iam has led it to be all things to all men, 
and its ignorance has caused a sufficiently 
large vote to adhere to it, to stimulate its 
demagogism. It cannot be regenerated by 
resolutions. A party must have aims and 
genuine beliefs of some rational kind be­ 
fore it can win success. The Democracy

aim than the offices. Nor is it from the 
leaders who indorsed the Morey forgery,

C3L0XIZATICN AND HUMAN RIGHTS. 
The literature of all nations abounds 
with definitions of human rights. The re­ 
ligions of all nations abound with beautiful 
ethical principles and maxims. But all 
history demonstrates that the only rule 
which has been followed by mankind from 
the earliest times until now, in their deal­ 
ings with weaker peoples, has been the law 
of force. This has been very clearly illus­ 
trated in the matter of colonization. W hen- 
ever an advanced nation has found it expe­ 
dient to establish branches in other parts 
of the world, it has adopted the convenient 
theory that all races which could not meet 
it on an equality in battle should be treated 
as inferior creatures, and as having no 
rights—not even the right to life—which 
the “ superior ” race was bound to respect. 
This rule has been followed with almost un- 
deviating persistency from the beginning. 
To comprehend the real ethical character 
of it, however, it will be necessary to put 
ourselves for the moment in the position of 
an “inferior” race. Suppose then that a 
hitherto unknown race of men, as far in 
advance of us as we are in advance of the 
Red Indian, should some day appear with 
a fleet on the American coast. 
Sup­ 
pose that they should land a force armed 
with such weapons 
of 
destruction 
as would 
place us completely at 
their mercy. Suppose they should pro­ 
ceed to appropriate all the territory they 
needed, ousting the present possessors or 
killing them. Suppose that presently they 
should be joined by fresh bodies of their 
country men, and that they should then 
push their way into the heart of the land, 
overthrowing our civilization everywhere 
and substituting their own for it, tramp­ 
ling upon our institutions, destroying our 
industries, suppressing our religious ob­ 
servances, and enforcing their strange laws 
upon us. Should we be disposed to find 
excuses for this kind of invasion, or 
should we hold, as has been held hereto­ 
fore by all so-called “ civilized" races that 
the superior advancement of these new 
comers entitled them to do as they pleased 
with us aud ours ? Occasionally a case oc­ 
curs in which we get a glimmering percep­ 
tion of the monstrous wrongs which civili­ 
zation perpetrates in this way, but even 
t.ien we fail to realize that there is nothing 
new in the principles at work. Take 
for 
example 
the 
case 
of 
the 
Boers of South Africa, whose strag­ 
gle for independence is just now 
involving them in a hopeless contest with 
England. These brave and fanatical pio­ 
neers have certainly a better right to the 
territory they have acquired than England 
can have. They have been holding their 
own in the wilderness, maintaining their 
religion aud their primitive institutions 
for something 
like 
two centuries. 
It is true that they established their colony 
in the usual way, namely, by invasion. 
At first they were the superior race, aud 
they acted after their kind. Presently a 
nation more powerful came on the scene, 
and then they pushed forward into the un­ 
explored wilderness again. But whatever 
rights they may be supposed to have 
acquired for themselves, it is evident that 
the Kaffirs and Basutos and Zulus and 
thé other indigenous tribes are the only- 
real owners of the land, and that so far as 
these have been dispossessed they have 
been dispossessed without a shadow of 
justice. 
What is now happening to the Boers, 
however, is simply what has happened 
'» the weaker peoples everywhere and at 
all limes. The native inhabitants of Ilin- 
dostan, of New Zealand, of Australia, of 
North and South America, have in turn 
been overrun and driven to the wall in 
precisely the same way. Nothing more 
barbarous or brutal than Spain’s coloniza­ 
tion of Mexico and Peru is recorded in 
history. In that case it may well be ques­ 
tioned whether Cortez and Pizarro did not 
destroy a higher civilization than their 
own. When England colonized New Zea­ 
land she found there a noble and vigorous 
race of men. The Maoris present one of 
the most remarkable instances of race 
development 
without 
the 
concom­ 
itants of 
what 
we 
call 
civiliza­ 
tion. 
They possessed a well-ordered 
aud stable government, laws which 
received universal obedience, a moral code 
at least equal to that of Europe. They 
were brave, honorable, honest, industrious, 
peaceful. But all their virtues could not 
protect them against the insidious ad­ 
vances of the Pakelia, or White Man, and 
now they are rapidly dying out, literally 
withered by the atmosphere of Caucasian 
civilization. The history of the founda­ 
tion of this republic is intimately' con­ 
nected with even more pathetic aud dis­ 
graceful experiences. 
Our intercourse 
with the nomadic inhabitants of the land 
has been a monotonous repetition of outrage, 
treachery, cruelty and fraud. We have 
robbed and murdered and lied to the 
Indians from the beginning, and now but 
a remnant of them is left. Is it at 
all wonderful that while the contrast 
between religious creeds, ethical codes 
and the actual practices of man­ 
kind, is so glaring and insurmountable 
iu a question of this kind, there should be 
a general tendency to look upon high prin­ 
ciples and golden rules as matters lit only 
for idle taek, and having no bearing 
upon real life? Lst it be remembered, 
also, that all these crimes of civilization 
have been committed during the Christian 
era, and many of them in the very name 
of that religion. 
When the barbarians 
overran the Roman Empire there was at 
least no pretense of proselytizing or evan­ 
gelization among 
them. 
They were 
Bavages, and they acted savagely. But 
what has civilization done to in­ 
troduce a higher and jnster theory of in­ 
ternational comity during the past eighteen 
centuries ? To-day we see powerful Eng­ 
land pursuing in South Africa a policy which 
is in no moral respect superior to that of the 
Huns and the Visigoths of old. 
The old 
primitive law of the strongest is still the only 
one which determiBes international or in­ 
tertribal rights, and Justice is put out of 
Court in every case in which power feels its 
ability to crush resistance. It is after all 
only the “ superior ” races that have any 
rights, and even they but hold what they 
have at the point of the bayonet. Facts 
like these may well cause us to doubt 
whether civilization has really» made the 
advances which the conceit of the age is 
disposed to lay claim to for its own glori­ 
fication.

SENATOR SARGENT AND THE MORMONS. ADVICES FROM TEE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Some of the Utah Gentiles are attacking 
ex»Senator Sargent quite bitterly because 
they say be caused to be struck out of an 
anti Mormon bill in Congress, a provision 
enabling plural wives to sue for divorce, 
and for division of the property of their 
husbands. Senator Sargent has written a 
letter to the Salt Lake Tribune, in which 
he defends himself on the ground “ that 
“ polygamy is a religious institution, and 
“ that he has never known persecution to 
“ be effective against religion.” 
The 
Tribune replies “ it is very obvious that 
“ the answer to this is that plural mar- 
“ riagea are not a necessary part of the 
“ Mormon religion ; and if they were, it 
“ would be a faith founded upon lust and 
“ the violation of the laws of all civilized 
“ nations.” We do not think this at all an 
“ obvious ” answer to Mr. Sargent, nor do 
we regard it as a valic answer. Mr. Sar­ 
gent is perfectly right in his conclusion 
that persecution can never be effective 
against religion, and in order to show that 
the suppression of polygamy by force with­ 
out regard to its religious implications was 
necessary to the maintenance of civiliza­ 
tion—which is what would have to be de­ 
monstrated in order to jus ify such a 
policy—a good many things would have to 
be proved which thus far rest only upon 
naked assertion. 


WHAT IS A COLD BATH? 
The season of the year, says the Lancet, 
when very many people who have experi­ 
enced pleasure and advantage from a daily 
cold bath have to discontinue it has come. 
Months will elapse before the return of 
genial weather will allow of their indul­ 
gence in what may be termed man’s natu­ 
ral stimulant. 
Among the young and 
robust there are a large number who are 
able to bathe even in the depths of winter. 
The advantage of so doing is, however, un­ 
questionable. But let it be once well un­ 
derstood what a cold bath really is, and 
the course by which we can avoid Scylla 
and Charybdis will be obvious. A cold 
bath is not necessarily a bath in water of 
the temperature of the atmosphere. A 
bath is truly and really cold when it pro­ 
duces certain physiological effects—a slight 
momentary shock, followed by pleasant 
and lasting reaction. These effects are, 
for the majority of people, most pleasantly 
obtained by bathing in water about 
thirty-five degrees to forty degrees below 
the temperature of the body — the 
usual temperature of unheated water 
in June and July. Bearing this in mind, 
we can enjoy our physiological “ cold” 
bath as safely and pleasantly at Christmas 
as at midsummer, and there is no necessity 
for the most timid or weakly to discon­ 
tinue his morning tub because the summer 
weather is over. When the water sinks 
below a temperature of sixty degrees, let 
it be heated to that point and then used, 
and we shall still have our “ cold” bath, 
though of heated water. The daily stim­ 
ulant effect of such a bath is so beneficial 
to the great majority of persons, and is of 
such marked service in maintaining health, 
that it is very important to have it widely 
known that a cold bath may be taken all 
the year round, provided cold is not mis­ 
taken to mean “ at the temperature of the 
outer air.” To heat our bath during the 
winter months is often thought to be un­ 
manly, while in reality it is truly scientific; 
and to bathe iu unheated water all the 
year round, whatever the temperature of 
that water may be, is to prove one’s self an 
ignorant slave of outward circumstances. 
THE NOI-’-ESaENriiLS OF FAITH. 
The Scotch divines are at present dis­ 
cussing a very tine point, namely, the 
amount of insincerity that is legitimate in 
subscribing assent to their confession of 
faith. It appears that on assuming their 
offices they declare publicly that they 
“ sincerely own and believe” the “ whole 
doctrine ” of the confession, and “renounce 
all doctrines, tenets and opinions whatso. 
ever contrary to or inconsistent with the 
said doctrine.” It might be thought that 
this formed a wall high enough and thick 
enough to keep out the boldest heretic, but 
several of the Edinburgh divinity Profes­ 
sors seem to have got a whole procession of 
coaches-and-six through it the other day 
with perfect ease. According to these gen­ 
tlemen the “ whole” doctrine merely means 
a good deal of the doctrine, the remainder, 
in short, after deducting what they call 
the “ non-essentials.” Asked what are the 
“ non-essentials,” they tell us that they 
are those doctrines which do not form a 
necessary part of the “ system.” Asked 
what the “ system ” is, they inform us that 
it is what each subscriber regards iu his 
own mind as the system; and if oue thinks 
the system to be one thiug, and the other 
thinks it to be something entirely different, 
the divinity Professor assures us that it is 
of no consequence, for “ who is authorit­ 
atively to judge between those two men, 
and say to the one, ‘ You are right,’ and to 
the other, ‘ You are wrong?’ ” After this 
it was scarcely necessary to express a dis­ 
belief “ that every minister who was not 
ultra-orthodox was going about with a 
conscience burdened and troubled with a 
sense of a broken vow.” Why should he, 
if his vow means whatever and however 
little he chooses to regard it as meaning? 
Only we should advise the divinity Pro­ 
fessors not to interpret any other of their 
contracts in this way, as the other party 
might not always be satisfied to accept 
tbeir view.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

W ashington News, From Our Corre­ 
spondent. 
Washington, December 29th.— General Walker, 
Superintendent of Census, will have all the neces­ 
sary data for a reapportiomnent law in readiness for 
consideration by Congress upon its reassembling, 
but there appears to be a disposition among the 
Representative members to let the subject go over 
to next winter, and both for this reason, and also 
because of the shortness of session, the chances 
are now against the passage of any apportionment 
bi:l by the present Congress. 
Judge Reagan, Chairman of the House Commit­ 
tee on Commerce, is steadfast in his intention to ob­ 
tain action at an early day, if possible, 011 the inter­ 
state commerce bill, but although the measure 
would very probably command a majority vote if it 
could be brought before the House, there is practi­ 
cally no prospect of its being reached in the calen­ 
dar, and no chance whatever of its enactment by 
both Howes. 
The present outlook is that the work of the re­ 
mainder of the session will be almost wholly con­ 
fined to the passage of the regular aunual’appropria- 
tion hills, and that the only other measures of 
national importance likely to get through are the 
refunding bill and a bill of some kind to carry into 
effect the new treaty with China 011 the subject of 
Mongolian immigration, and short as the time is for 
absolutely necessary legislation, there must also, of 
course, be subtracted from it whatever time may 
prove to be necessary for counting of the electoral 
vote. The second Wednesday in February may, as 
it doubtless should, suffice for this purpose, but if 
the numerous lawyers in the joint convention 
choose to eHter into hair-splitting legal discussions 
over such matters as the Georgia question, a week 
nmy jwssibly elapse before the joint convention is 
finally dissolved. 
Governor Matthews of West Virginia left Washing­ 
ton to-day for Baltimore, to meet Hon. J. N. Cam 
den of Parkersburg with reference to the pending 
contest for the West Virginia fcenatorship. Their 
meeting has a peculiar significance, by reason of the 
fact that they are both candidates for the place now 
held l_y Senator Frank Hereford (formerly District 
Attorney of Sacramento, Cal.), and it is considered 
certain that either Matthews or Camden will secure 
the prize, as their respective forces will if necessary 
combine upon the one that is strongest against 
Hereford. Matthew's informed some Washington 
friends last night that Hereford has 1:0 possible 
chance of re-election. 
Gossip is reviving in political circles about the 
Speakership of the next House of Representatives. 
Burrows of Michigan is making an active canvass as 
a candidate, in expectation that Conger of Michigan 
w’ill be retired from the field by an election to the 
Senate. 
Kasson of Iowa does not thus far develop 
the strength claimed for him, and Frye of Maine, 
notwithstanding his candidacy for the Senate to 
succeed Hamlin, appears to be the strongest candi­ 
date for Speaker. 
However, if he carries off the 
Senatorial prize from Eugene Hale, or if Blaine 
makes room for him bv entering Garfield’s Cabinet, 
there are strong probabilities that Hiscock of New 
Y'ork will loom into prominence for the Speakership, 
an 1 receive Frye’s support. It should be added that 
the Maine politicians in Washington will not be in 
the least surprised if the venerable Hannibal Ham­ 
lin shall presently step into the arena as a com­ 
promise candidate, afier the juvenile aspirants 
destroy each other, and be re-elected to the Senate 
for the fourth term. 
It is a curious fact noted by the Signal Service 
Oifice that the heavy snow-storms experienced in 
this locality during the last ten days have each come 
from the Gulf of Mexico. After crossing Northern 
Florida they have proceeded thence northward 
along the Atlantic coast to Newfoundland. 
The Indiana at W ashington — F u rth er 
Conferences. 
W a sh in g t o n, December 29th. —Two separate con­ 
ferences were held to day at the Interior Depart­ 
ment before Secretary Schurz between tho Chey­ 
enne River and Lower Brule Sioux delega* ions and 
representatives of tho Chicago and Northwestern 
and Chicago, Milwaukee aud St. Paul Railroads, in 
regard to obtaining a right of way f r the continua­ 
tion of the two lines of railway through the Sioux 
reservation. In the forenoon u conference was held 
with the Cheyenne River delegation, aud Four Bears 
at the outset renewed his prujjosal of yesterday by 
asking $7.000,000 for the necessary lands. Secretary 
Schurz stated that the railroad company offered to 
pay nearly $5 per acre for the necessary strip of 
land, which he said was nearly four times as much 
as the Government obtained for wild lands. He 
endeavored to point out to them the advantages 
which would result from having a railroad built 
through their reservation, owing to the faet that it 
would bring their crops nearer to market, and thus 
enhance the value of their land adjoiuing the rail­ 
road. If they wanted to bo civilized, railroads 
were great civilizing agencies. 
Rattling Reb 
then wanted to know whether they could or could 
not get the price asked, when Secretary Schurz in­ 
formed them that they could not, and add d that he 
thought the Indians did not know how much 
.$7,000,000 was, or they would not be so foolish as to 
ask such a price. Rattling Reb concluded his talk 
by remarking that “ We must talk it over slow,’’ 
and added that they would go home and talk with 
their people. 
The Lower Brule delegation met the Secretary 
and railroad representatives at the Department. 
Captain Daugherty, Indian Agent at their reserva­ 
tion, produced and read an agreement prepared at 
the reservation, in which it is agreed to pay the 
Indians *4 50 per acre for land along the route of 
the proposed road, a distance of 170 miles. This 
agreement Captain Dougherty stated the Brules 
had agreed to sign when they reached Washington. 
After reading their agreement some conversation 
occurred, but nothing definite was agreed upon, 
and a further conference was arranged to-morrow. 
The W eather East, West anil South. 
New York, December 29th.—The snow-storm of 
last night this morning interferes seriously with 
travel, and horse-ears and stages are running at 
longer intervals. Telegraph communication with 
Fire Island reports a severe storm there Sunday. 
The surf broke across the beach between the Surf 
Hotel and the lighthouse. The pavilion on the 
ocean side was undermined, and 100 bathing-houses 
were washed away. The hotel had a narrow escape. 
A large ship’s cabin ar.d much wreckage was washed 
into the bay. The old hull of a twelve hundred ton 
steamer was washed on the beach. The vessel has 
not been recognized. No steamer is remembered to 
have stranded near where the hull lies. 
Watkrton (N. Y.), December 29th.—Fifteen inches 
more snow* has fallen here. Trains are delayed. 
Danville (Va.), December 29th —A tremendous 
snow-storm has been raging here since last night— 
the third storm within a week. The roads are 
blocked. 
C h ic a g o, December 29th.—The cold weather con­ 
tinues. At dawn this morning the mercury was 19 
to 22° in the city, at 8 o’clock it was 15* below here, 
and at other points in the northwest as follows : 
Detroit, 11; Milwaukee, 19*; Winona, 15*; St. Paul, 
9' ; Dubuque, 22*; Peoria, 10°; Davenport, 14*; 
Keokuk, 15 ; Des Moines, 12'—ail below zero. The 
sky is clear and the wind nn*lerate, and the pros­ 
pects arc now good for a gradually ri ing tempera­ 
ture. Trains are usually impeded somewhat, but 
there are no accidents to prope ty or life yet re 
ported. A coal famine is po-rible if the cold 
weather continues and the railroads fail to bring 
coal, as they have heretofore done. 
At Peoria, Illinois, the thermometer this morning 
registered 20" below, and at Galeburg, 24J below. 
R ic h m o n d (Va.), December 29th.—It is snowing 
heavily all over the State, with no let up. 
Fort Wayne, December 29di.—Thermometer 20° 
below. Many catt’e have bctn frozen to death. 
Detroit, December 29th.—The thermometer here 
this morning was 16' below zero. 
C in c in n a t i, December 29th.—I t is growing colder 
since sunrise. The mercury now marks 10* below. 
Macos (Ga.), December 29th.—A heavy fall of 
snow occurred to-day. Thermometer 14° above zero.

The Slate Dinner-Set at the W hite House. 
Chicago, December 29th.—The Inter Ocean's 
Washington special says : The dinner-set at the 
Executive Mansion was enlarged to-day by the ad­ 
dition of 300 pieces, making the whole number uow 
nearly 1,000. The »*et originally contracted for by 
the Government with the house of Haviland & Co., 
the details of which were arranged by Mrs. Hayes, 
was delivered last summer, and comprised all that 
was intended should form the state dinner-service. 
The original designs were to illustrate the fauna 
and the flora of the United States, but the President 
thought the set incomplete without some reference 
to the water, and so to-day, iu the midst of the 
driving snow-storm, W. L. Briggs, representative of 
the house of Haviland & Co., arrived with two 
large casks direct from Limoges, France, completed 
to order, with fish, game and dinner platters, salad, 
oyster and individual butter plates, sauce boats 
and ice cream trays and plates, the latter in the 
form of a Canadian snow shoe, w hich will be, the 
President remarked, “ a perpetual remiuder of the 
Canadian prophet’s prediction of eleven feet of 
suow.” The set is now’ the most complete aud or­ 
namental of any in the United States, and is only 
excelled iu value by the services of gold and silver 
owned by some of the European potentates. It 
will he used entire at the dinner to be given by the 
President next week to members of the diplomatic 
corps. 
Senator $argent anil tin* Mormon Ques­ 
tion. 
Chicago, December 29th.— The Tribune says: 
Ex Senator Sargent of California has written a re­ 
markable lett* r to the ^alt Lake Tribune in defense 
of his amendments to the Poland bill for the sup­ 
pression of polygamy in the Territories. That bill, 
as passed by the House, gave plural wives the right 
to sue for divorce and division of the property of 
the husband, and took the franchise from the women 
of Utah, who are now' entitled to vote after ninety 
days’ residence in the Territory, without having 
subscribed to the oath of allegiance or being natu­ 
ralized. Sargent caused both these provisions to be 
stricken out in the Senate. The Gentile population 
of Utah have had a grudge against him ever since. 
Sargent defends himself by saying that polygamv is 
a religious institution, and that he has never known 
persecution to be effective against religion. But a 
very obvious answer to this argument is that plural 
marriages are not a nectssary part of the Mornnn 
religion, and if they were it w-ould be a faith found­ 
ed on lust and a violation of the laws of all civilized 
nations. Sargent has failed to draw a line betw’een 
regulation of the domestic institutions by law and 
an attempt to control opinions by the same means. 
General Sherman on the Growth of Cali­ 
fornia. 
New York, December 29th.—At a reception of the 
Merchants’ Association of Boston on Monday, Gen­ 
eral Sherman recited his early experiences in going 
to California, and said : “ I was in California a few 
days ago, and they talk of a thousand ships of 1,000 
tons each a9 being necessary to carry the wheat of 
that country. The products of California, I believe, 
are second or third of the great States of this na­ 
tion for shipment abroad ; and all the creation of 
our day ! There arc merchants in San Francisco, I 
suppose, as good as you. There are ships as fine as 
any that sail out of your harbor ; manufacturing 
establishments where thirty years ago you could not 
get your horse shod ; hotels which surpass in mag­ 
nificence those in Pans, or New York, or Boston— 
all the creation of our own day. You men of Bos­ 
ton have ha 1 your share in it, and in doing so you 
have accomplished more in your lives than probably 
any merchants of old Phumicia, or Greece, or 
Venice, or any land on earth.”

ATTACK ON SOLDIERS. 
Dublin, December ‘29th. - At Westport last night 
several soldiers were severely beaten by a mob. 
THE STATE TRIALS. 
Dublin, December 29th.—Parnell and several, 
other traversers were not present at tiie opening 0 1 
the trials to-day. The law officer of the Crown re­ 
ferred to the humble occupation of most of the 
traversers, and said doubtless they found agitation 
more profitable. He denounced the agitation as a 
wholesale conspiracv and the Government intended 
to protect rich and poor from their frightful 
tyranny. His remarks caused much feeling in 
Court, especially when he quoted traverser Nally’s 
words. “ The Ferricks murder was worth a hundred 
speeches.” 
Counsel denounced the Land League proceedings 
as a capital plan tor reducing society to origiual 
chaos and communism. He accused Brennan, Koy- 
Bon, Gordan, Sullivan and Nally as seeking pe­ 
cuniary gain. He dealt with the violent speeches 
of Nally, Parnell and Dillon, sevefely scoring them 
for inciting murder. He cited passages from the 
speeches of two Members of Parliameut. He quoted, 
amidst geueral laughter, from a speech of Biggar, 
who said he did not recommend the shooting of 
landlords because the wrong man had been some­ 
times shot. After quoting Harris.’ recommendation 
to the peasantry to emulate the example of the 
French in 1793, he said : “ In a word, the Land 
League is founded upou a basis of sedition and 
treason. Parnell, who was given to expressing his 
opinions moderately, had himself declared that 
either the landlords or the people must go, and it 
would be for the people to decide which.” 
The Court then adjourned at 3:30 I*. M., because 
the Attorney-General was fatigued. 
Parnell was loudlj- cheered on leaving the Court. 
COMMENTS ON THE TRIAL. 
London, December 29th.—The Times says: We 
cannot question the correctness of Chief Justice 
May’s opinion that, under the circumstances, the 
interests of justice would be best served if he did 
not participate in the trial. His withdrawal is to be 
regretted, but lie has acted wisely, and scruples 
which prompted him to take the step deservo to be 
respected. 
The News says: With a jury successfully im­ 
paneled, and a bench in which both sides can feel 
confidence, the trial will proceed under the best 
conditions for arriving at as satisfactory a result as 
the state of Ireland renders possible. 
London, December 29th.—The Times' Dublin dis­ 
patch sa\s: The first day of the state trials has 
been remarkable only for gloom and dullness. Tnosi 
who expected the city would be full of excitement, 
that thousands would assemble in the streets, and 
that the Court would be besieged by an eager mul­ 
titude clamoring for admission, were sadly disap­ 
pointed. There has not been the sliuhtest manifes­ 
tation of public feeling, beyond a gathering of about 
200 persons of the lowest classes on the quay in the 
vicinity of the Courts. The absence of any sympa­ 
thy with the cause, or interest in the proceeding»on 
the part of respectable citizens, was very significant, 
and presented, to those who remembered O’Connell, 
a ver}' striking contrast. 
FURTHER ARRESTS—LAND MEETING DIS­ 
PERSED. 
London, December 29th.—Michael and William 
Burke and John Hanberry have been arrested at 
Clonibur, on a charge of complicity in the murder 
of Lord Mountmorris. 
A monster land meeting was being held to-day in 
Clare, but was prohibited by the authorities. A 
thousand persons assembled, but were quietly dis­ 
persed by the police. 
TROOPS IN IRELAND. 
London, December 29th.—The Standard states 
that a further dispatch of troops to Ireland is prob­ 
able. The Admiralty request the War Office to ar­ 
range for the relief of the marines on service in Ire­ 
land, as the detention of bo many marines there 
causes great inconvenience to the navy. 
EXTRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS. 
Dublin, December 29th. - The military authorities 
are adopting extraordinary precautions, and the ex­ 
tensive character of the arrangements appears to 
indicate grave apprehensions of imminent danger. 
All the troops are confined to their barracks. The 
guard pickets have been augmented, and intrench­ 
ing tools and lanterns have been served out for use 
of patrols in the event of gas being cut off from any 
of the barracks. There are now here ‘250 officers, 
6,000 men, 1,000 horses and 16 guns—“ the flower 
of the British army ’’—besides strong bodies of con­ 
stabulary. 
State o f Affair» in tlic Transvaal. 
London, Decern her 29th.—The Pall Mali Gazette, 
in a leading article on the state of affairs in the 
Transvaal, says : “ At any time in the past thiee 
years we have had it in our power to secure peace 
by concession of justice. We are entering on an 
expensive an i irritating war of conquest against a 
people whose injuries we admit.” 
SURRENDER OF TROOPS. 
Durban, December 29th.—MajorClark and twenty- 
five men surrendered to the Boers at Potchefstroom, 
after forty-eight hours’ fighting. Large forces 01 
insurgents are advancing on Utrecht. The Boers 
have taken Derby. At Utrecht all persons refusing 
lo join the insurgents have been shot. English 
traders’ stores have been “looted” at Potchefstroom. 
Only 120 British troops hold the camp there, and 
their position is extremely critical. 
THE BOERS STILL AGGRESSIVE. 
Durban, December 29th.—Five hundred Boers 
are watching Newcastle for the purpose of waylaying 
the reinforcements. 
The Republic was to he proclaimed at Utrecht ou 
the 29th. 
Loyal fugitives are pouring in here. 
The Government has proclaimed martial law. 
Paul Kruger, the rebel leader, is at Potchefstroom. 
Nearly all the inhabitants of that town are pris­ 
oners. . 
A lbania and «Montenegro Going lo W ar. 
C o n st a n t in o pl e, December 29th.—The Albanian 
League has summoned all males over 18 years of 
age to arms in every district in North Albania. A 
great gathering at Jacova has just approved a war 
with Montenegro, and has decided to send two 
nobles to Cettinge to demand the evacuation of Dul- 
cig o. If Prince Nikita refuses, the envoys are in­ 
structed to declare war on behalf of Albania. 
The Anti*Jewish Agitation. 
Berlin, December 29th.—The Schlesischt Zeitung, 
the chief organ of the anti-Jewish agitation, states 
that the Government and Bismarck have repeatedly 
remonstrated with the Emperor against the pro­ 
ceedings of Chaplain Stocker, but without success, 
it being represented that the latter is guilty of no 
breach of the law, and only ecclesiastical authorities 
can proceed against him. 
The Forthcom ing Economical Council. 
Bf.ri.in, December 29th.—The appointment of 
members of the new Politico-Economical Council 
will be made on V.\e 10th of January. It is gener­ 
ally understood that Bismarck intends to r-rojiose 
an increase of duties ou corn, brandy and tobacco.

A N egro P r ea c h er’s E f f ig y,—A phase 
of hero worship has cropped out among 
the negroes of a certain portion of Lee 
county which is singular. Lewis Barber, 
a colored preacher of the Baptist denomi­ 
nation, had in his charge a membership 
numbering perhaps 3,000, making up his 
four churches. He was a typical specimen 
of the negro clergy, and wielded an almost 
absolute 2>ower over his large congregation. 
Last summer the preacher died, and his 
followers refused to be comforted. Fie 
was honored with burial rites beyond pre­ 
cedent, and such a funeral was indeed 
“ seldom seen.” The deeds and memory 
left by the good pastor were not sufficient 
for his members, and not comforted with 
these they have set up a sort of graven 
image, so to speak, of Barber, which is 
placed above the pulpit of hi3 principal 
church. The image itself is a work of the 
crudest art, made of white and black cot­ 
ton cloth, stuffed with straw and painted 
with charcoal. To an unbiased critic it 
looks more like a scarecrow set up to 
frighten hawks than anything else, but a 
devout member informed the writer it was 
a very striking likeness of the deceased. 
We marveled somewhat at the strange thing 
with another brother of this church, and 
asked him its object. He gave me to un­ 
derstand it was a remembrancer of the 
beloved deceased, and said, ‘‘although 
Brudder Barber is gone, we still has de 
shapes of him wid us.v—[Americus (Ga.), 
Recorder.

PAOinO COAST ITEMS. 


Apprehensions of a flood are entertained 
in Day ton. 
A new school building, to cost §15,000, 
is talked of in Benton, Mont. 
Colonel H. G. Shaw has succeeded Fred 
Hart as editor of the Territorial Enterprise 
at Virginia, Nev. 
Benjamin Goodkind has assumed control 
of the Bear River Nexos, published at 
Wheatland, Yuba county. 
There are ten patients in the Washoe 
(Nev.) County Hospital—nine men and 
one woman. 
Three of the patientB are se­ 
riously ill. 
The Stockton Health Officer reports an­ 
other case of small-pox, not in the city, but 
in the country, on the Copperopolis road. 
The city is said to be free from the dread­ 
ful disease. 
Major Cooper, aged 84, a pioneer of this 
coast, is now in Oakland on a visit. 
He 
presided over the first political meeting 
held íd Yerba Buena in 1847. 
He came to 
California in 1846. 
A dressed hog on exhibition at Grass 
Valley is an attraction on account of its 
size. 
On foot it weighed 658 pounds, and 
dressed was estimated at 550 pounds. 
It 
was of the Chester white breed, and was 
IS months old. 
The recent storm caused a rise in the 
Santa Maria river to such an extent that 
the river has washed twenty acres of land 
away in the immediate vicinity of the 
town of Guadalupe, and the people are be- 
oming alarmed. 
Miss Kate Quigg, who has been a servant 
in Colonel Fair’s family for seventeen 
years, has been married to -T. J. Nichols of 
Virginia, Nev. 
The children of Colonel 
Fair presented her with §5,000 in Govern­ 
ment bonds on the occasion. 
Last Saturday ten Chinamen who had 
been discharged from the Spenceville cop­ 
per mine because they struck for higher 
wages than they were receiving, set upon 
and unmercifully beat a Mongolian fore­ 
man who had obtained other Chinamen to 
work in their places. 
Kight of them were 
arrested. 
There are on exhibition at Stockton a 
brace of dragoon pistols said to be about 
250 year3 old. 
They are the property of a 
gentleman whose ancestors used them in 
the wars of Charlea I. and Cromwell. 
There is also on exhibition a sword of the 
exact pattern of the weapons used by the 
old Ilomans. 
A portion of the roof of the old mission 
building at San Luis Obispo, after resist­ 
ing the storms of 107 years, succumbed to 
the late violent storm. 
About twenty feet 
of the porch roof caved in, and it was 
thought that more would follow, but eager 
hands soon erected stanchions under it and 
saved the balance. 
Speaking of “ strong” men, the Canyon 
City (Col.) Record tells of John Warner, a 
Cleora tie-cutter, who was driving a yoke 
of oxen, and in going down a hill the yoke 
broke and threw the whole weight of the 
load upon one animal. 
He sprang to the 
broken yoke and held back half the weight 
until the wagon reached the foot of the 
hill. 


AUSTBALASIá. 


By the arrival of the steamer Zealandia 
at San Francisco we have dates from Syd­ 
ney to November 27th : 
Rust prevails in South Australia. 
The 
incoming harvest, it is feared, will afford 
but a poor average yield. 
French experts and others have no doubt 
of the existance of phylloxera in its worst 
form in the Geelong vineyards. 
Sir Redmond Barry, one of the Supreme 
Court Judges in Victoria, died suddenly. 
The 
National 
Agricultural 
Society’s 
show at Melbourne was largely attended, 
20,000 persons being present. 
The Gov­ 
ernor, Sir William Jervois, Sir Arthur 
Kennedy and the Duke of Manchester 
were present. 
The cattle were very good 
and high class, but not quite so numerous 
as last year. 
The Intercolonial Conference on the 
Chinese immigratior. and other questions is 
now sitting in Melbourne. 
New South 
Wales is represented by Sir Henry Parkes 
and the Hon. James Watson. 
Between the 11th ultimo and the 22d 
instant 17 vessels left Sydney with wool for 
London, taking 45,997 bales, or 51,628 
bales to date, against 30,439 to a corre­ 
sponding period last year. 
As a significant indication of the growth 
of the trade of Sydney, shipping of the 
tonnage of about 15,500 arrived on Satur­ 
day and Sunday, November 21st and 22d, 
including vessels from England, San Fran­ 
cisco, New Caledonia, New Zealand and 
the intercolonial ports of Australia ; and it 
is also worthy of remark that the greater 
¿.art of the vessels were full-powered steam­ 
ships. 
Further massacres are reported from the 
South Seas. 
The Captain and crew of the 
Annie Brooks, from Cooktown, were mur­ 
dered at Newstone Island by Brook Island­ 
ers early in September, and a party of 
French naturalists, all residents of Cook­ 
town, were 
murdered 
at James Bay, 
Moresby Island, early in October. 
There 
is great indignation at Cooktown at these 
repeated outrages.
